The advices state this

is tak in g place in Switzerland.

view of the fact that Geneva 
is 
the 
seat of the League of N ations, it is 
believed th a t the desire to have the 
European crises brought squarely be­ 
fore the League has its origin with 
officials of this body. 
It is understood 
here 
th a t 
the 
Swiss governm ent lias not yet taken 
th e m atte r up officially in any way. 
How and w hen tile question would, 
he presented to the League is not 
* lear. 
W hile 
this 
development 
cause, 
groat interest here, it is not thought 
th a t a discussion of the crises on the 
R hine before tile League of N ations 
would have any im m ediate and im­ 
p o rtan t effect on the problems, ex 
copt to focus world opinion

and has com plained to Paris of 
invasions bv the latter’s forces.

A bill to create 


a Minnesota psychopathic hospital was 


to be Introduced in both houses of 


the legislature today. 


Mrs. Babeth Hurd Paige was ready 
to ofter the m easure in the house, and 
Senator John C. Swe«t in the senate. 


The measure- propose establishment 
of a hospital for the o! serration, stu ­ 
dy and treatm ent of ’’defective per­ 
sons” as defined by th*' law and others 
supposed to be afflicted with any a b ­ 
normal mental conditions, including 
those caused by drugs arui intoxi* ants. 
The psychopathic hospital, 
if 
ap­ 
proved by the legislature, would be 
situated on the grounds of the Uni­ 
versity of Minnesota as an element of 
the university hospital. 
Appropriation of $275,000 
for 
the 
hospital and $85,000 for its m ainten­ 
ance during the two year* is proposed. 
Patients from any part of the state 
could be sent to the hospital by tie* 
state board of control or by any court 
under the p !i*n of Dean E. J. Lyon, 
school of medicine, University of Min­ 
nesota. 
Voluntary patients would also be 
received.

The interest point was brought to 
the for** today as a result of a cable 
in which Premier Lunar Law. of Great 
Britain, is quoted as being oppos ed to 
paying as much a 
3 per cent inter­ 
est.

Some of these proposed measures are so cl ear Iv written to in­ 
clude certain towns and exclude others that their intuit is obvious. 
Such legislation has no chance of passing unless it is pushed across 
in the legislature by strong leade rs who are interested in 
it 
and 
can secure the support of legislators from sections of the state that 
will be in no way affected for either good cir ill by 
the 
proposed 
legislation. 
Measures of this character, whose sole purp se is st cm mg ad­ 
ju ta g e for the town in whic h the proponent resides, 
should 
be 
quickly and quietly interred. This matter is of vital interest to a 
number of towns in the st ate but the advantage of these will no* 
he secured when each olm, or a few together, draw up legislation 
that excludes others while affording them advantage. 
The only 
real hope of benefit for t >wns that are afflicted through the opera­ 
tion of the gross earnings tax lies in legislation 
which 
includes 
within its scope all of the cities and villages where the railroad pro­ 
perty i.M a very considerable part of the taxable property of the city 
or village. 
Minneapolis claims a loss of $(’>50,000 a year because of this 
tax upon railroad properties, and Minneapolis is seeking to per­ 
fect legislation that will assure a fair return to the city of the rev 
enue collected in this way.

His account of the methods employed in the University of 
Iowa is impressive. There the equipment is not what it ought to 
be, but in spite of this drawback, Iowa went out and won for it­ 
self first place in last year’s conference games. 
The writer sees 
a menace to our colleges in the present athletic methods through 
the grave abuses that have grown out of these met hods. 
He asks 
that athletics and scholarship go hand in hand and snows that in 
Iowa the football players are just as much interested, in fact mon' 
interested, in the B eta'Key or honor students than the “ I” aw ard­ 
ed athletic stars. 
In the colleges where scholarship and athletics go 
hand 
in 
hand the athletics are under faculty control and the faculty is as 
much interested in athletics as the coaches arni I he athletics are 
interested in the work of the class rooms. 
Commercializing college football has not done the colleges of 
the country a service and the danger underlying the present con­ 
trol of college sports hasbeen called to the attention o f the A s s o ­ 
ciation of American colleges and a demand made that the preval­ 
ent abuses be corrected. 
To remedy these defects in the present 
system it is recommended that the control of athletics be placed in 
the hands of the faculty which will have the deciding voice 
in 
everything that pertains to the athletic activities of the school and 
the standing of the players who make ii)) the teams. 
It is proved conclusively that if the spirit of the institution is j 
right it is not necessary to scout for players to win games.

SHAR1NG IN THE GROSS EARNINGS TAX 


SEVERAL measures are being prepared by various organiza­ 
tions in the state to secure a reversion of some of tin' revenue ac­ 
cruing from the taxes upon railroad properties to the cities and vil­ 
lages in which such properties are located. 
Some of these proposed measures are so clearly written to in­ 
clude certain towns and exclude others that their intent is obvious. 
Such legislation has no chance of passing unless it is pushed across 
in the legislature by strong leaders who are interested in 
it 
and 
can secure the support of legislators from sections of the state that 
will be in no way affected for either good or ill by 
the 
proposed 
legislation. 
Measures of this character, whose sole purpose is securing ad­ 
vantage for the town in which the proponent resides, 
should 
bo 
quickly and quietly interred. 
This m atter is of vital interest to a 
number of towns in the state but the advantage of these will not 
be secured when each one, or a few together, draw up legislation 
that excludes others while affording them advantage. 
The only 
real hope of'benefit for towns that are afflicted through the opera­ 
tion of the gross earnings tax lies in legislation 
which 
includes 
within its scope all of the cities and villages where the railroad pro­ 
perty is a very considerable part of the taxable property of tile city 
or village. 
Minneapolis claims a loss of $050,000 a year because of this 
tax upon railroad properties, and Minneapolis is seeking to per­ 
fect legislation that will assort a fair return to the city of the rev­ 
enue collected in this way. 
Brainerd proportionately is suffering 
more than Minneapolis and must cooperate with other cities in ef­ 
forts to secure a modification of this revenue law. 
This 
effort, 
should avoid lining up with cretain towns while excluding others 
that are penalized in this way, and it should have the larger vision 
that does not call tor temporary advantage but for a 
permanent 
change in the working oi the system that takes Hie taxes from such 
properties away I rom the centers in which they are located. 
De­ 
sirable legislation will secure the return of a certain, fixed propor­ 
tion oi this gross earnings tax annually to the city or \ Hinge 
in 
which such propel ides are located. 
Now is the opportune time to 
get in touch with the proponents of such remedial legislation for 
the purpose of cooperating in a joint plan which will yield equal 
justice to cities affected by the transfer of such revenues from the 
city to the state.
